REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amendment to independent claims 1 , 3, 9, 1 8, 28, 38 and 61 includes allowable 
subject matter indicated in the previous office action (Non-Final Office Action dated 
07/09/2008). Therefore, the claims are allowable over the prior art. 

Applicants amended claim 38 and submitted (p. 18 - 19 of response filed on 
9/24/2008) that the term "tangible medium" does not cover signals, waves and other 
forms of transmission media and Applicants do not intend the term "tangible medium" to 
cover the same. The amendment to claim 38 and applicant's submission overcome the 
35 U.S.C. 101 rejection to claims 38-45, 47 and 48.
